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VRPR VIEWS ECONOMIC SITUATION IN SOUTH

[Text] In this hour, we will discuss the direction to be taken in the economy 
next year, which was announced recently by the Chon Tu-hwan ring. As has 
already been reported, the authorities have made public the so-called di- 
rection to be taken in the economy next year. According to this, they will 
continuously attain an economic growth rate of 7.5 percent next -ear by con- 
tinuously expanding the opportunities for employment through the attainment 
of stability in the consumer economy and by promoting equipment investment. 
They said that they will curb inflation by holding wholesale price increases 
to 1 to 2 percent and consumer price increases to 2 to 3 percent, and will 
reduce the deficit in operating costs to the level of $5 to $1 billion by 
increasing the capability for competition in exports and by doubling efforts 
to exploit the export market. This is very preposterous. 


The infeasibility of the direction to be taken in the economy next year, as 
announced by the authorities, is shown by the fact that they vowed to achieve 
stability and attain continuous growth by promoting something. The Chon Tu- 
twan ring has raved that the economy developed in a stable manner this year 
as a result of the promotion of equipment investment and the expansion of 
opportunities for employment. This {ts a sheer lie designed to deceive the 
people. As is widely known, instead of attaining stable growth, the economy 
this vear faced depression and a crisis much more serious than last year's. 
Exports, which are said to play a leading role in developing the South Korean 
economy, have declined seriously because of the weakness of international 
competitive capability and because of U.S. and Japanese control over imports. 
According to materials released by the authorities in a very exaggrrated 
manner, last year’s export goal fell short of 98 percent. It is expected 
that this year's goal will be far short of that. As a matter of fact, exports 
declined further this year. Exports in the third quarter decreased by 18.5 
percent as compared with the first quarter and by nearly 10 percent as com 
pared with the second quarter. On the other hand, imports increased by 
nearly 15 percent. Exports in the first half of the year show a decrease of 
53.7 percent in cement as compared with the same period of the previous year, 
a decrease of 23.2 percent in plywood, and a decrease of 2.2 percent in 








maritice products. In particular, export results at the end of September 
this year remained at the level of 54.6 percent as compared with the same 
period last year. Exports decreased further in Octolter by [figure indistinct] 
percent, causing depression in the South Korean economy, ponderous!y depend- 
ent on both exports and foreign forces. 


According to materials released by the authorities, with curtailed statis- 
tical figures, the trade deficit of $1.66 billion at the end of June this 
year increased to $2.24 billion in September. It is expected that this 
figure will increase to $3 billion by the end of the year. 


The deficit in the balance of international payments increased from $680 
million in the first quarter to $1.45 billion at the end of August this year. 


Industrial production has continuously decreased as a result of the increase 
of goods in stock caused by the decrease in exports. Industrial production 
decreased in the third quarter by 3.9 percent as compared with the first half 
of the year. Long-range indices in November decreased by 2 percent as com- 
pared with October. Enterprises have gone bankrupt en masse after scaling 
down operations and after failing to pay bills. According to materials re- 
leased by the authorities, 538 enterprises tailed to pay bills as of the end 
of September this year and 388 enterprises were torced to stop fund trans- 
actions in Octob er because they were unable to meet bills. More than 500 
workers were recently dismissed because the Tongiin industrial company in 
Pusan went bankrupt as a result of debts amounting to 1.5 billion won. 


Nevertheless, while distorting facts bv saving that lihev enjoved an economic 
boom this year, the authorities have raved that they will continuously attain 
i 


economic growth at the level of this year and will increase exports. How 
brazen they are! 


The Chon Tu-hwan ring has also raved that it will curb inflation, to a 
certa i n degree . 


The Chon Tuenwan ring is now babbling that prices have remained stable for 

4 years running. The price of such staples as rice and barley and other 
daily necessities has gone up exorbitantly » pared t rices of last vear, 
a year that was much less (able. 


The stable prices advertised by the authoritt: ire only arwehair statistics 
fabricated by the Chon Tu-hwan ring ‘or the & erati effect. In 
actuality, it is utter nonsense to talk about stable prices while leaving 
the subordinate nature of the economy, which is entirely dependent on fore-

eign countries in terms of capital, raw materials, and materials, as it is. 


In addition, his babblings that he will continue the policy of improving 
productivity in agriculture and self-sufficiency in staples that he will push 
ahead, on a full scale, with the project of exploring other sources of In- 
come for the rural commmity next year are nots, tc empty words not worth 


discussing. 











Despite this, the Chon Tu-hwan ring is now enumerating chimeral promises as 
if he were about to bring something to the people next year. This is nothing 
but part of a ploy to lay foundations for the general elections scheduled 
for early next year, whose chief goal is to placate the antigovernment senti- 
ment growing daily among the people.

[Text] Tokyo, 27 Dec, KYODO--Despite growing signs of Kim Chong-il about to 
replace his father President Kim Il-song as North Korean leader, his where- 
abouts remain a mystery. 


A senior Japanese foreign ministry official questions the rationale of the 
present North Korean leadership barring the heir apparent trom meeting foreign 
visitors to Pyongyang. 

"He is not in town,” the official said quoting North Korean ofticials who were 
rejecting a request by Thai Deputy Premier Phichai Rattakun who later related 
the episode to Japanese officials in Tokyo. 


Phichai who left for home Wednesday after visiting North Korea, China and Japan, 
also recalled in conversations with the Japanese that a mere mention of Kim 
Chong-il's name prompted North Korean officials to stand up suddenly from their 
seats. 


Phichai's request for a meeting with the junior Kim was denied. Masashi 
Ishibashi, chairman of the Japan Socialist Party, was also told by his North 
Korean hosts during his September visit there that the president's son was 
not availabic. 


The Thai deputy premier said he was startled by the unexplained North Korean 
gesture, according to the Japanese ministry source. 


It is not immediately known if North Korea is still in the process of carefully 
grooming younger Kim as the president's successor. 


The Public Sccurity Investigation Agency in the Japanese Justice Ministry 


hinted in a report released Wednesday the 42-year-old Kim may succeed his 72- 
year-old father as North Korean leader next year.

Thus, it should be cearelessly 
continued throughout the entire course of the socialist and communist construc- 
tion. Properly carrying out the land management work is one of the important 
missions for socialist countries. 


Land is a material foundation in forming the nation’s regime [chongkwon] and 
is the sphere over which the nation's sovereignty is exercised. The nation's 
sovereignty will be exercised with the land as its unit, and will be firmly 
ensured by the land. 


In order for socialist countries to safeguard and exercise the nation's 
sovereignty, they should properly carry out land management work. Further- 
more, all assets and wealth of a nation are the possessions of the nation 
and the people in socialist couniries. Therefore, the nation should carry 
out land management in a responsible manner. 


Socialist cowntries should regard land management work as their important 
mission and should direct great efforts to this work. Improving and strength- 
ening land management work are urgent demands for developing the revolution 

in our country. 


loday, owr revolution has reached a very high stage through the struggle for 
ihe final victory in socialism, putting forth the target of the chuche-orien- 
tat@M of the entire society. The socialist society that won the perfect vic- 
tory demands countenance of the land which corresponds to such a society. 


However, land managemetit work at present cannot comply with the demands of 
the rapidly developing realities. In order to successfully attain the 10 
long-range targets in gocialist economic construction for the 1980's by 
accelerating the economic construction and expediting the perfect victory in 
socialism, we should decisively improve and strengthen land management work. 


Functionaries in the land management domain shuuld effect a new turning point 
in their work by theroughly implementing the party's pol .cy for land manage- 
ment, and correctly realizing the importance in it. We should, first of ail, 
properly prepare the genera’ plan for land construction and, based on this 
plan, should carry out the land construction in a svstematic manner. 


The general plan for land construction is a unifted, comprehensive, and 
prospective plan to reasonably develop and ut!flize the lands and resources in 
order to correspond to the development of the national economy, to the pro- 
motion of the people's welfare, and to build the lands beautifully. Only 
when we correctly establish the general plan for land construction, can we 











reasonably develop and utilize the lands and resources in accordance vith the 
development of the nation's economy and the people's demands in their liveli- 
hood, and by preventing wastes in labor, materials, and funds, manage the 
nation’s household in a frugal manner. 


Unless we correctly establish the general plan for land construction, we may 
cause 4 great loss to the nation, for we may build houses on grounds where 
iron ore is deposited and build railways and rcads in a place where a reser- 
voir should be constructed. 


A general plan tor land construction should be certainly and correctly laid 
out in order to carry out laad construction in a unified manner and with a 

goal in mind. What should be correctly stipulated and reflected in the general 
plan for building up land are the overall ways to utilize arable land, forests, 
rivers, and coastal and territorial waters; to construct railways and roads, 

to deploy towns, villages, plants, and enterprises, and to develop natural 
resources. 


The general plan for land construction should also be framed on the principle 

of taking into consideration the question of not damaging arable land; the ques- 
tion of mot building oversized cities; the climatic and endemic characteristics 
of each region, prospects for its development, and demands in terms of nation- 
al defense; and on the principle of taking measures to prevent pollution in 
advance. 


To correctly map out the general plan for land construction, the work of com 
prehensively surveying and studying the status quo of land and natural re- 
sources should be carried out well. Comprehensively surveying and studying 
the status quo of land and natural resources are the first steps to correctly 
designing a general plan for land construction. Only when the work of compre- 
hensively surveying and studying th status quo of land and natural resources 
is conducted well can a chuche-orlented and realistic general plan for land 
construction, which meets the actual circumstances of our country, be worked 
out and actively contributed to accelerating socialist economic construct ion 
and manage the economy of the country with a goal in mind. 


The field of land administration should thoroughly established a system in 
which loca] land planning organs comprehensively survey the status quo of land 
and natural resources and regularly report any changes in the status quo to 
the central administration; should study and analyze the surveyed data in a 
scinwtific manner; and should correctly indicate the overall way of land 
construction from a party-minded and state- minded standpoint. 


Unifying the work of mapping out the plan is among the important ways for 
correctly designing the general plan for land construction. Only when the 
work of designing the plan is unified can the demands of the party's policy, 
the creativity of localities, the centralized discipline of the state, and 
democracy be correctly combined with the plan and a scientific and dynamic 
plan be mapped out be getting rid of subjectivity and provincialisn. 
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The field of land administration should thoroughly abide by the principle of 
unification in designing the general plan for land construction. To unify 
the work of framing the general plan for land constrection, the central land 
plaraing administration should inform the loca! land planning organs of the 
direction for statewide development so that they can map cut ihe general 
plans for land construction in each region in conformity with the demands 
of the state and their concrete conditions. 


The local land planning organs should report to the central land planning 
administration the guidelines of the general p!a: r regional land construc- 
tion which is laid out on the principle of removing particularism and maximiz- 


ing mobilization of local reserves and potentials. 


A system should be thoroughly established in which flelds of the national 
economy inform the land planning organs concerned of the data concerning the 
work of mapping out plans and agree with them in traminge their own prospective 


plan for construction, 


To correctly map out the general plan tor land « truction, the subjectivity 
and arbitrariness of individual functionaries in mappir it plans should be 
eliminated, and full and maximum play should be ¢/ < llective wisdom, 
Along with the work of correctly mapping out the penera! plan for land con- 
struction, strict discipline should be established in whi ill construction 
projects are carried out in accordance with the plan. Farming the general 
plan for land construction does nto have a self-serving aim, but ts aimed at 


execution without fail. 


If all fields of the national economy arbitra: luct ynstruction projects 
while failing to follow the general plan tor land construction, Land construc- 
tion cannot be carried out with a goal in mind a there would be no need to 
map out a general plan. Since the general pla ind construction is a 


state law, no one has a right to violate it. 


The field of land administration should not rot with the formulation 
of the general plan for land construction. tablish strict dis- 
cipline so that all construction projects ! out in accordance 


with the general plan.

The next question is the matter managing {arn! . ®arpland is an 
important means for production anc 





and the people's lives. Only when farmland management is carried out well 
can agricultural production be increased and the people's standard of living 
be improved constantly. Farmland is a precious property for making of our 
generation and generations to come flourish and prosper. 


Protecting farmland is also important in its management. When we conduct this 
work well, we will not lose farmland and will effectively utilize it gencration 
after generation. We should create many terraced fields, build dikes in needed 
places, plant weeping trees, make windbreaks on levees, and readjust ditches, 
thus preventing even an inch of farmland from being damaged or lost. 


Actively improving farmland is also important in its management. Only when 
we actively carry out the work of improving farmland can we turn all paddy 
and dry fields into fertilized fields and constantly increase agricultural 
production. Farmland should be systematically improved by tilling the soil 
and applying crushed lime on the basis of ingredients of each piece of land. 


We should fertilize dry land by putting much manure into it and by planting 
[word indistinct] crops on it. 


Constantly increasing arable land is one of the important tasks in managing 
farmland. A reserve for increasing the production of grain lies with the 
expansion of the amount of arable land in our country where per-chongbo grain 
yield has reached a high level, 


As put forth by the Sixth Party Congress, 300,000 chongbo of tideland should 
be reclaimed and 200,000 chongbo of new land should be found by vigorously 
waging the movement to reclaim tideland and find new land through an all-out 
mobilization of the entire party, country, and all the people. 


Unnecessary levees and ditches around paddy and dry fields and fields full 
of stones should be removed and the amount of arable land should be expanded 
by powerfully conducting the work of land readjustment. 


Thoroughly establishing the order of utilizing farmland is an important de- 
mand in protecting, managing, and making effective use of it. Only when the 
order of utilizing farmland is thoroughly established can the phenomenon 

of damaging or abusing it be removed and the national economy be managed well. 
we should prevent the phenomenon of leaving farmland unused or abusing it by 
thoroughly establishing the order of its utilization. 


When one wants to use parcels of arable land as construction sites, he must 
obtain authorization for such a use of the land parcels and if and when the 
utility purpose becomes different from the original one, he must obtain another 
authorization even if one authorization has already been granted. Also, it 
must be seen to that people do not abandon whole parcels of arable land and 
leave them unused because they find the land unusable. 


Next, the work of tree-planting and of preserving and managing the ‘orest should 
be done well. The forest is one of the nation's valuable resources and a very 
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important means for the protection of the farmland. Only when tree-plantin; 
is done well and only when the forests are preserved and managed well, can 
we develop the economy, improve the living conditions of the people, pro- 
text the farm land, and beautify the land by endlessly increasing forest re- 
sources. 


In a country like ours, which has a lot of mountains, it is especially import- 
ant to do a good job of tree-planting and preserving and managing the forests. 
First of all, we must pay great attention to the work of tree-planting and 
create all kinds of forests, including timber forests, economic forests, 
protected forests, and ornamental forests--all with a view toward the future. 


If we are to create forests well, we must set a plan for the creation of 
forests and do the work of tree-planting in accordance with the plan. We 
should correctly set a prospective plan for the creation of forests and an 
existing plan for the creation of forests in accordance with the purposes of 
forest preservation and kinds of trees to be planted as stipulated by the de- 
mands of the general plan for land building, and then create the forest based 
on such plans. 

Giving priority to the production of seedlings is an important demand in the 
creation of th torests with a view toward the future. we must endlesesl: 
increase the ; roduction of seedlings and actively use even the self-grown 
seedlings by correctly establishing the system of gathering and growing sceds 
and by positively accepting the methods of growing seedlings in the forests, 
in between trees, and the advanced methods of growing seedli: , 


In the work of creating the forests, it is imperative to observe the principles 


of planting trees in suitable place in a timely manner. For a tree to grow

We should decisively 
raise the rate of surviving trees through good mnagement o! trees and should 
see to it that the trees grow well by planting many wild beans in between the 
trees so as to prevent weeds from growing there. 


Preserving forests well is no less important than the work of creating forests. 
We should see to it that not even a single tree is harmed by paying great 
attention to the work of preserving forests. If we are to preserve the for- 
ests, we should take a thorough step to prevent brush fires. nce a brush 

fire erupts, the valuable forest resources that have grown for dozens of 

years can be lost instantly. We should see to it that people observe the 
dictates of order [word indistinct] when they go into the mountains and when 
people at cooperative farms make bonfires in fields and play games around 

then. 


We should see to it that the system of surveillance tor forest fires \s 
established in an orderly way and that forest fires are thoroughly overseen. 
Also, we should set up a forest fire prevention belt, thereby preventing a 
forest fire from spreading furth2r should one occur. 


If the forests are to be preserved in good condition, we stould see to it 
that no one cuts trees or cultivates forests without permission. If any 


agencies, enterprises, or cooperative organizations want to cut trees or cul- 
tivate forests, we should see to it that they get permission from the organs 
concerned, 

It is also important to intensify the struggle against blight and tarmtul 
insects in the work of preserving forests. We should prevent harmtul in- 
sects from spreading to forests by establishing a quarantine system and should 
detect blight and harmful insects on a timely basis and thoroughly exterminate 


them by stepping up (?surveillance) work. 


We should map out a measure to comprehensively utilize the forestry resources 
in tandem with the work to create and preserve forests. We should do a good 
job in calculating the present situation and prospects tor wood resources 

and should utilize them according to plans. At the same time, we should see 
to it that we effectively utilize raw materials for oil, feed, and medicines, 


such as pine nuts, wild walnuts, acorns, and medicianl! her 
We should help make many profitable animals propagate ! tilizing forests, 
thereby making the mountains teem with proftitiuble 4 1 ch as deer, roe 


deer, pheasants, and woodpeckers. 





It is mecessary to correctly establish the order of utilization for forestry 
resources in order to comprehensively utilize those resources. The land man- 
agement sector should survey and grasp all forestry resources as wvell as wood 
resources, should regularly (’check) the status of utilization of and change 
regarding forestry resources, and should organize and control, in a uniformed 
tashion, the work of utilizine forestry resources. 


Meat, it is necessary to do a good job in building and managing roads. Roads 
occupy an important position in developing the country's economy and provid- 
ing accommodations for people's living. When we do a good job in building and 
maintaining roads, we can smoothly satisfy the increasing demand for transport- 
ation, accelerate economic construction, and provide better accommodations for 
tte people's living. 


Roads are the face of the country and one of the important symbols signifying 

e level of cultural development. The status of roads shows the level of 
development of a country and its cultural level. We should see to it that we 
establish the road network rationally by building many roads. We should build 
more expressways according to plans in conformity with the ‘¢emands of the 
country’s economic development and people's living.

According to a TASS report, Comrade Dmitriy Fedorovich Ustinov, the renowned 
activists of the CPSU and the Soviet state, member of the CPSU Central Com 
mittee Politburo, the Soviet defense minister, and a Soviet marshal, died 

of a serious illness on 20 December at the age of 7/7. 


On 21 December, the CPSU Central Committee, the Supreme Soviet Presidium of 
the USSR, and the USSR Council of Ministers issued an obituary on the oc- 
casion of his death. 


According to the obituary, Comrade Dmitriy Fedorovich Ustinov was born In a 
worker's home in (Kunivishev) City in 1908. He voluntarily entered the Ked 
Army in 1922 and became a Communist Party member in 1927. In June 1941, 
Comrade Dmitriy Fedorovich Ustinov was appointed a commissar of the Soviet 
defense industry. During the Great Fatherland War days, he guided the work 
of developing weapons and producing them in large quantity, thereby greatly 
contributing to the work of vanquishing Hitlerite fascism and Japanese mili- 
tarism, 


From 1946 to 1957, Comrade Dmitriy Fedorovich Ustinov worked as the minister 
of the USSR Defense Industry Ministry, then as a deputy chairman of the USSR
